The laws would, of couise, apply only to-persons 21 
yeitrs old or more, and having sufficient means to provide for 
IheVdestitUte fathers and mothers. The Massachusetts bill 
provide^ a'penalty of $200-fine or one year's imprisonment, 
or both. 


'Thejmere.fact.thal such laws have been proposed shows to 


whaHerigths th'e disposition io "keep up with the times" is 
ca}ryirig,-manypeople. It can readily be understood that fail- 
ure" to>p!ovide for parents in need would be about the: last ex- 
treme to'whfch any oiie would go in providing for his own 
needs ancU gratifications, but-that the practice is too common 
is attested by the pioposal of legislation as a remedy, and by 
the observation of all who have their eyes open to what is 
going onfcbout them. Theie is hardly.* community that does 
noffurnlsh examples of this evil, which is as near heathenish 
as anything that can exist in civilized society. A leading news- 
paper iiiicommenting on tile situation says: "The mania for 
'keeping up appearances' amotig the youiigei generation is 
held responsible, for this deadening .of the sehse of filial duty. 
It is to bitterest indictment that ever has been bi ought against 
that mania, the great curse of riiodei 11 social conditions."
